THE ANNUAL MEETING AT NOTTINGHAM. 

Accommodation during the Meeting. 
Tue available hotel accommodation in Nottingham during 
the Annual Meeting is practically exhausted, but many 
offers of private hospitality have been received; they are, 
in fact, in excess of the applications by members. The 
committee in Nottingham asks that those members of the 
Association who intend to be present at the Annual 
Meeting and desire private hospitality will apply as early 
as possible to the Hospitality Secretary,’ Mrs. H. B. Tawse, 
64, St. James’s Street, Nottingham. Women members of 
the Association who desire to accept such hospitality are 
asked to communicate at once with Dr. Sarah Gray, 
21, Regent Street, Nottingham. We are informed that 
there are two good hostels in Nottingham—Mapperley Hall 
and Cavendish House—beautifully situated in their own 
grounds and within a few minutes’ walk of the tramways. 
-Their charges would be very moderate.. Their one draw- 
-back is that there are no single rooms; in fact, there are 
‘three to six beds in each room; but they are nice airy 
_rooms, and some unmarried members or members attending 
. the meeting alone, especially those who had had experience 
,of the war or since the armistice in Territorial camps, may 
not object; they should communicate as soon as _ possible 
‘with Dr. J. H. Thompson at the offices of the executive 
of the meeting, 64, St. James’s Street, Nottingham. It will 
be necessary, however, that five-and-twenty members should 
apply, otherwise the authorities of neither hostel will be 
willing to open it. Dr. Thompson asks us to mention that 
members who cannot find accommodation suitable to their 
needs in Nottingham itself may obtain what they want 
either in the hotels of the Dukeries or at Newark or 
Mansfield. 


Visit to Buzton. 

The Corporation of Buxton has invited representatives, 
members of Council, and their wives to be its guests from 
the afternoon of Saturday, July 17th, until Sunday evening, 
July 18th. It is hoped that the Representative Meeting will 
agree to rise at 4.40 p.m. in order to catch a special train 
leaving Nottingham (Midland Station) at 5.20. Tea will be 
served on the train, which is a corridor vestibule. The train 
goes through the beautiful Derwent valley, past Matlock, and 
Monsal Dale, to Buxton, which wil! be reached at 6.40, and 
there arrangements have been made for visitors to be con- 
veyed to their various hotels. At 8 o’clock the visitors will 
be entertained to dinner at the Palace Hotel by the Buxton 
Corporation. On Sunday a conducted tour of the thermal 
and natural baths has been arranged, commencing at 
about 10 a.m. It will terminate in time to allow those who 


Wish to do so to attend church at 11 o’clock. Following 


the tour of the baths, facilities will be given for an inspec- 
tion of the Devonshire Hospital under the guidance of 
members of the hospital committee. Members will probably 
find an opportunity of visiting the beautiful Buxton 
Gardens before lunch. Facilities will also be given for golf, 
either on the new Cavendish golf links which have recently 
been constructed by the Duke of Devonshire on the western 
outskirts of the town, or on the links at Fairfield. Imme- 
diately after lunch the corporation is arranging a trip 
by charabanc to the Dane valley, one of the beauty spots 
of Derbyshire. After returning to Buxton the charabancs 
will continue through some of the most beautiful Derby- 
shire scenery, via Ashwood Dale, Monsal Dale, Calver, 
and Baslow, to Chatsworth Park, where facilities will be 
afforded to view the private gardens, and then to Rowsley, 
where the special train will be waiting to take members back 
to Nottingham. Tea will again be provided on the train, 
which will reach Nottingham about 7 o’clock. The price 
of this tour is 14s, each, to cover cost of transport, etc. 
It is asked that representatives who propose to accept the 
invitation to visit Buxton will, without delay, notify Mr. 
A. M. Webber, M.S., F.R.C.S., 2, The Ropewalk, Notting- 
ham, so that arrangements can be made with the Buxton 
authorities and with the hotels there.

SUMMER SESSION, 1926. 


Tue READJUSTMENT oF THE MepicaL CurRicuLUM. 
Dr. J. Y. Mackay submitted a report by the Education 
Committee on the progress made throughout the country 
towards the readjustment of the medical curriculum in 
accordance with the resolutions of the Council adopted in 
May, 1922, to come into force on January Ist, 1923. He 
said that the main object of this readjustment had been 
to ensure that the later practical and clinical studies should 
be vouchsafed a more ample recognition than formerly at 
the hands of the student, though it was understood at the 
same time that the proposed changes might result in many 
cases in an extension of the course to a period of six years. 
Provision was, however, made to enable those who came up 
specially trained in the sciences underlying the practice of 
medicine, and also those of outstanding ability, to avoid 
the necessity for extension. It was also arranged, in view 
of the practical lengthening of clinical study, to call 
special attention to certain aspects of that study which in 
the opinion of the Council had not everywhere received 
in the past sufficient consideration from the student. In 
December last a notice was sent to the various bodies 
desiring information as to the progress made in adapting 
the requirements of the medical curriculum to the regula- 
tions of the Council. Most of the replies (which. formed 


the substance of the report presented) were of a very 
satisfactory character, but it was evident that there had 
been on the part of some deans and registrars a certain 
misconception with regard to the special purpose of the 
so-called pre-registration examination in chemistry and 
physics. Most schools were accustomed in the past to 
hold an examination in the course of or at the conclusion 
of the first year of medical study, which was called the 
first professional examination in biology, physics, and 
chemistry. With this test in the first year, the subjects 
of anatomy and physiology were thrown back into the 
second and third years of the curriculum, and as a con- 
sequence the important clinical and practical studies were 
limited and confined to two years out of the whole number 
of five allotted. The Council was not prepared to take 
any step which might seem to indicate that its sense of 
the importance of these earlier sciences in the medical 
curriculum was diminished, but looking to the great 
advance which had taken place in recent years in all 
branches of education throughout the country it believed 
that the time had now come when the secondary schools 
could offer a satisfactory preparatory course in the elements 
of the important sciences, physics and chemistry, and that 
such a course was absolutely guaranteed by the possession 
of the higher school certificates. It was understood that 
the medical schools and universities were free to provide 
for themselves,.if they so desired, the appropriate courses 
of instruction, but these should not be allowed, as in the 
past, to encroach upon the time set apart in the medical 
curriculum for clinical study. He moved that the report 
be circulated to the licensing bodies and that their 
observations be invited. 

Dr. H. B. Brackensury said that there were certain 
considerations based upon this report which it was desirable 
that the Council should have in mind. In the letter sent 
by the Council to the licensing bodies in December last 
certain features of the ‘final examinations and of the 
curriculum to which it was desirable that the licensing 
bodies should direct their attention were specified. This 
was done by the Council because it was a matter of some- 
what urgent public importance in relation to the health 
services of the country. Various administrative bodies con- 
cerned with local health services were alleging that they 
could not find among the medical profession in their area 
sufficient numbers of medical men, or medical men with 
sufficient ability, to carry out certain of these services, 
and some of them were inclined to say, ‘‘ We must go to 
unregistered practitioners ’’—in connexion, for instance, 
with eye work or with deformities—“ because in our 
opinion there is not in this locality a sufficient supply of 
private practitioners capable of undertaking the health 
services in which we as a local authority are directly 
interested.’? Education authorities all over the country 
were beginning to establish orthopaedic clinics for schooh 
children, and in many localities the authorities alleged 
that there were not a sufficient number of practitioners 
who were capable of doing the work. The answer which 
the Council should give was that from its own special 
knowledge of the situation in medical education the neces- 
sary number of practitioners of the required ality were 
available. There had not been time as yet for a generation 
of students to go through the whole of the curriculum 
which came into force in January, 1923. The Council 
itself, moreover, had no power to conduct any visitation oF 
inspection of the teaching, but only of the examinations, 
and its indirect influence over the teaching took a con- 
siderable time to come into full operation. In view of the 
fact that, on the one hand, the public demand for skilled 
practitioners in these health services was urgent, and om 


the other, that the procedure whereby the will of the 


Council became effective was lengthy and indirect, it 
behoved the Council to lose no time in doing whatever 
was possible to ensure that the arrangements it had laid 
down in respect of the curriculum were working 48 
effectively and uniformly as possible. The report disclosed 
on the part of some of the bodies quite good arrangements, 
but he inferred that on the part of others the “eT 
ments were inferior. He suggested that there should 54

initiating an inquiry, so that it would be possible to say 
to the public that the Council had not only laid down the 
curriculum which had now been in operation for nearly 
four years, but knew in fact that the curriculum was being 
closely followed, and that the necessary subjects were 
really being taught to the coming practitioner. No time 
should be lost and no power withheld to induce the teaching 
and licensing bodies to make every possible arrangement 
whereby a sufficient number of men of the necessary 
ability would come into practice. 

Professor Harvey Littirjonn disagreed with Dr. 
Brackenbury’s remarks if they were intended to suggest 
any backwardness on the part of the teaching bodies. In 
the bodies of which he had had experience the curriculum 
as laid down some years ago was being carried out to the 
best of the ability of all concerned. Moreover, he did not 
think that there was the deficiency either in numbers or 
ability which Dr. Brackenbury appeared to suppose. 

The PreEsIDENT said that it had to be remembered, in the 
first place, that the curriculum which came into operation 
in 1923 had not. yet produced the first crop of students 
who had gone through it in its entirety. In the second 
place, it took licensing bodies, with whom alone the Council 
had to do, some time to alter their regulations, and it 
took teaching bodies some time to adapt their instruction. 
Dr. Brackenbury was quite right in urging that at the 
earliest possible moment the Council must inspect the 
examinations of those who began in 1923. The fallacy 
underlying Dr. Brackenbury’s remarks, which he thought 
Professor Littlejohn had detected, was his assumption that 
before 1823 students were not instructed in most, if not 
all, of these subjects. The teaching bodies were consta1.tly 
in advance of the requirements of the Council, and this 
had borne fruit in various directions. It would be most 
unjust to say that practitioners educated under the 
curriculum before 1923 were incompetent to perform these 
services. Nevertheless, the Council must not relax its 
efforts to ensure by its inspection of the final examinations 
that the curriculum was in all cases being carried out. 

Dr. A. W. Mackrnrosu asked what sort of observations 
were expected from the licensing bodies on this report, 
seeing that all it contained was their own replies to the 
Council’s questions. 

The PresipEent replied that one of the functions of the 
Council was to let each licensing body know what other 
licensing bodies were doing, and a licensing body would be 
quite at liberty to make criticisms or comments on the 
replies received from other bodies. 

Sir Lestie Mackenzie said that in Scotland, during his 
experience of thirty-five years, the authorities concerned 
with public health generally and with school medical work 
had never found any difficulty in getting young men and 
women of first-class training in all the necessary subjects, 
including the medical inspection and treatment: of school 
children, the work of maternity clinics and child welfare 
centres, and the control of tuberculosis and venereal diseases, 

Dr. BrackENBURY explained that he had used the phrase 
that certain public administrative bodies were ‘‘ beginning 
to allege’? that they could not find sufficient material 
among the medical men locally to carry out these services. 
He did not believe that their allegations were well founded. 
He believed that they could find the necessary material 
not only among the younger men but among the older. 
What he wanted was to make sure that in view of the 
Council’s statement to the contrary they would not be 
able to make such allegations at all. He had in mind the 
supply, not only of full-time medical officers, but also of 
private practitioners whe participated in these local services, 
and he did not think there was any locality in which the 
profession was not competent to do this work. 

Sir Lestrzs Mackenzie said that his statement applied 
not only to the supply of full-time officers in Scotland, but 
to part-time officers also. The difficulty was not to secure 
candidates for any position, but to select from the large 
number of eligible applicants. 

Professor LirtLEsoHN said that had Dr. Brackenbury 
expressed himself in his first speech as he had done in his 
second he would have taken no objection. 

It was agreed to send the report to the licensing bodies 
for their observations,

Tue REVISION oF THE ‘‘ PHARMACOPOEIA,”’ 

Theo Preswent (Sir Donald MacAlister), in bringin 
forward a report of the Pharmaccpocia Committee, ie 
to the conference called by the Council in February last 
which was attended by twenty-three delegates from twelve 
medical, pharmaceutical, and scientific societies and bodies. 
Later the committee held a special meeting to consider 
the questions raised at the conference and others bearing 
on the subject of the preparation of the next Pharma- 
copoeia, and came to the conclusion that for the full elucida- 
tion of these questions it was expedient that an authorita- 
tive inquiry should be held, at which evidence of various 
kinds should be invited, and information not now in the 
possession of the committee obtained. A suitable committee 
of inquiry (including members of the Council), duly, 
empowered, would alone be able to perform these functions, 
and to make recommendations of value as to future policy, 
procedure, and method. 

The President added that since the last revision of the 
Pharmacopocia—which, although dated 1914, only came 
into operation in 1918, owing to the war—new powers 
had been given to various bodies in connexion with 
drugs, new international agreements had been made with 
foreign countries, the League of Nations had established 
an important committee to look into the whole question 
of standardization of certain drugs, which had not yet 
formulated its conclusions, and the British Parliament had 
passed the Therapeutic Substances Act which dealt with 
the standardization by other than chemical means of drugs 
as therapeutic preparations; this Act did not come into 
operation until August, and necessitated the setting up of 
special machinery. Further questions which arose were 
due to the anxiety of the Dominions and of India that 
the Pharmacopocia should be adapted to their require- 
ments. All these circumstances had impressed the 
Pharmacopoeia Committee that an authoritative inquiry 
should be carried through to see whether some better 
organization could not be devised to meet the new position, 
He moved accordingly: 

_ That the General Medical Council request the Lord Presi- 

dent of the Privy Council to take steps for the appointment 

of a suitable committee, including members of the Council, 
empowered to make inquiries, to collect information, to receive 
evidence, and to make recommendations on the question 
whether it is desirable to make any, and if so what, altera- 
tions in the existing law or practice relating to the prepara- 


tion or publication of the British Pharmacopoeia and to its 
adaptation to the requirements of the British Empire. 


This was seconded by Sir Nestor Trrarp, and agreed to, 


DANGEROUS pense 
The Council was occupied, on June 2nd, 3rd, and 4th, wi 
the case of Samuel Grahame Connor, M.B., C.M.Edin., 
registered as of 119, Oxford Street, London, who appeared cn 
the charge that, being a registered medical practitioner, he 
had afforded to certain persons who were to his knowledge 
drug addicts (six persons were named) facilities for obtaining 
dangerous drugs by prescriptions from chemists, which pre- 
scriptions, purporting to have been issued in the ordinary 
course of bona-fide medical practice and treatment, were not 
so issued. It was further charged against Dr. Connor that 
he had obtained for his own surgery use dangerous drugs, and, 
having the same in his possession or control, supplied two drug 
addicts therewith otherwise than in the course of bona-fide 
medical practice and treatment. In relation to these alleged 
facts the charge of infamous conduct in a professional respect 
vas preferred. 
ee Soother charge against Dr. Connor was that in March 
last he was convicted at Marlborough Street police-court on 
each of three summonses for an offence against No. 9 of the 
Regulations under the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1920 (namely, of 
failing to enter in a register kept for the sole purpose 50 grains 
of morphine purchased and obtained by him), and was sen- 
tenced to two months’ imprisonment in the second division 
and fined £50 in respect of each offence; also for an offence 
against No. 5 of the Regulations (of giving a prescription for 
the supply of morphine and failing in that prescription to 
specify the address of the person for whose use the prescription 
was given) and was fined £50. Against these convictions Dr. 
Connor had appealed to the County of London Sessions, when 
the sentences of imprisonment were remitted, but the fines 
were ordered to stand, and the appeals were dismissed with 
costs. 
he complainants were the Home Office, represented by Sir 
winvers umphreys, instructed by the Director of Publig 
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Prosecutions. Dr. Connor was represented by Mr. J. A. 
Hawke, K.C., M.P., imstructed by Mr. H. Roome, of 
. Engall and Crane, solicitors. 

Sir Travers Humphreys said that ‘he charge against Dr. 
Connor was that he acted in regard to dangerous drugs other- 
wise than in the ordinary course of bona-fide medical practice 
and treatment. Under Regulation 11 it was ony in so far as 
was necessary for the practice of his profession that an excep- 
tion was made in favour of a medical man, who was allowed 
to prescribe and to supply dangerous drugs, while there was 
an absolute prohibition in regard to other persons. It was 
entirely a question for the Council what meaning was to be 
attached to the expression ‘“ bona-fide medical treatment.” 
He would only make the suggestion for the Couneil’s eon- 
sideration that the circumstances in which the use of 
dangerous drugs was permissible were those in which suciv 
use was necessary for the purpose of curing or attempting to 
cure some illness from which the patient was suffering, or 
fhose in which, in the ease of an addict, the drug was given 
im gradually lessening doses with the object eventually of curing 
the drug habit. In his submission those were the only circum- 
stances in which the use of dangerous drugs was permissible. 
If @ medical man became a mere purveyor of dangerous drugs 
for the gratification of an addict he ceased to be a person who 
was entitled to prescribe or use dangerous drugs, and the 
exemption provided under the Act no longer applied to him. 
The facts of this case were not in any serious dispute; the 
dispute would be only as to the inferences to be drawn from 
them. Its history began in 1923, when, on certain information, 
Dr. R. E. Crosse, divisional police surgecn, was directed to 
imterview Dr. Connor with regard te some cases of drug addicts 
whom he had been supplying. Dr. Connor admitted, according 
to Dr. Crosse, that up to that time he had been in the habit 
ef prescribing herein and cocaine to be used as snuff, not as 
@ part ef any systematic plan of treatment of his patients, but 
because he thought that if he declined to give the patients 
those drugs they might be very troublesome. Crossé 
pointed out te Dr. Connor that he ought not to prescribe for 
or supply any person with these drugs unless he took that 
person under his particular care and personal supervision. with 
the object eventually of curing him of the habit. Dr. Connor 

essed his agreement with this view, and in a letter written 
swhsequently to Dr. Crosse he stated that he was obliged for 
the advice which had been conveyed to him, and that in 
future he would only preseribe for such cases as he could himself 
completely supervise. Sir Travers Humphreys then went into 
details regarding the six cases set out in the charge. The first 
was the case of a lady to whom Dr. Connor had heen in the 
habit of giving prescriptions for heroin, about 40 grains a 
month. Fmmediately after this interview with Dr. Crosse he 
brought down the prescription markedly, until within a few 
weeks he got her down to about a grain a day. Unfortunately, 
the pharmacy records showed that this was not continued—the 
prescriptions began to increase ; he suggested that as the supplies 
were diminished the lady became more insistent in her demands, 
and Dr. Connor complied by giving her larger prescriptions. 
Whereas by October, 1923, the amount had been reduced to 
23 grains a month, by March, 1924, it bad gone up to about 
44 grains a month, and se continued until September, wher 
apparently the lady ceased to be Dr. Connor’s patient. Ir 
another case the matter came before the Home Office by reasow 
of an intercepted telegram sent by a lady from Glasgow to 
Dr. Connor, Please send early to-day to. . . Glasgow; very 
important.” It did not state what was to be sent, but an 
exantination of the books of the ph 
& ve he the drug. was sent on that day, although a similar 
supply had been sent to the same address om the previous day. 

going to see Dr. Connor about this tel , Dr. Crosse 
was mformed tlrat this | had been under Dr. Connor’s care 
for about four years, and had been taking heroin to relieve 
a eough. She had been in a pag home, and had been cured 
there of the heroin habit (though he could not give the name 
of the home or of the medical attendant), but after leaving the 
home she had gone on a voyage to South Africa, where she 
had been able to obtain unlimited supplies of cocaine and 
heroin, and she resumed the habit. The inference was that 
she was now supplied with the drug solely om account of 
addiction. In another of the cases, a colonel, who spent muclr 
time abroad, and who was said to be suffering from a crushed 
spine which caused him at times intolerable pain, as much as 
200 — of morphine was sent at a time by Dr. Connor to him 
im France. There was evidence also that in another case Pr. 
Connor had written on his orders for drugs “ for surgery use,’” 
when in fact they were consigned immediately to a patient 
living at a distance. 

Dr. R. E. Crosse gave evidence bearing out counsel’s state- 
ment, and further evidence was given by Dr. Margaret Vivian 
regarding one of these six patients whom she practically cured 
of the heroin habit, reducing her from 1 grains to one-tenth of

| another of the patients, a lady who 
_ victed of forging a prescription for morphine. He had examined 


@ grain daily in five weeks, during which she was a resident 
patient. She believed that she would have cured her com- 


| pletely had the patient not suddenly left the home in the 


witness’s absence. This lady had been receiving heroin from Dr, 
Connor, but the witness said that nothing in the patient’s physical 
condition except her addiction justified it. Dr. C. F. Dillon- 
Kelly, giving evidence with regard to another of Dr. Connor's 
patients, said that he was called im to give her an injection of 
morphine as she was in a very excited state. She showed 
symptoms of bronchial asthma, but in his view she was 
malingering to some extent. After talking te her for a quarter 
of an hour he did not think fit to administer morphine, and 
he gave her an order for admission to Maudsley Hospital, but 
next day she went to Lambeth Infirmary. Dr. A. L. Baly, 
medical superintendent of Lambeth Infirmary, testified with 
regard to this patient that on admission she was in a very 


| agitated sate, and told him she was suffering from asthma that 


could only be relieved by morphine. She had a quarter of a 
grain on admission, but she had had no more. She was still in 
hospital after two months, and her health had considerably 
improved. He knew that she had been taking morphine under 
Dr. Connor’s. prescription, and had seen a copy of a prescrip- 
tion for two-thirds of a grain twice daily. Detective-Inspector 
Burnby, of New Scotland Yard, ve evidence regarding. 
ad previously been con- 


copies of prescriptions fer drugs consigned to this lady, and all 
of them, with one exception, bore the words ‘‘ for surgery use.”” 
He then referred to Dy. Connor’s records and books, which he 
found diffieult to decipher, and he had to depend upon Dr. 
Connor’s verbal —— In the course of the evidence ef 
this witness the President read from the statement of the 
chairman of Quarter Sessions to which the appeal was made 
that on the whole the court was of opinion that the charges with 
which that court had to deal related rather to gross carelessnes¢ 
on the part of the appellant than to wilful misconduct. 

Mr. J. A. Hawke, K.C., in defence, said that the recent 
report of the Departmental Committee laid down the ee 
that addiction was in itself a disease; it described also a class 
of persons to whom it might be necessary to continue to 
administer the drugs for a very long period if they were to 
fead useful and relatively normal lives. There was also a class. 
of persons to whom drugs might be administered rather out of 
mercy for the relief of pain than with any hope ef cure. He 
claimed that Dr. Connor had acted according to these principles. 
‘The Council could only judge of his motives by paying regard 
to his general character. A large number of important people 
who had known him for many years were willing to testify ew 
his behalf. He put in a testimonial signed by, among others, the. 
Countess Annesley, Sir Thomas Barlow, Me, Cairns, metro- 
politan police magistrate, and the Rev. R. C. Gillie, mimister 
of Marylebone Presbyterian Church. Dr. Connor had a large 
practice; he saw something like 400 patients a month, and 
rather less than 1 per cent. of these had to do with narcotics in 
any shape or form. He had practised im for more than 
twenty years, and so fully was he trusted by some of those in 
authority that one Lon magistrate had committed to his 
care @ drug addict and asked him to report periodically as te 
his condition. Dr. Connor was admittedly not methodical iw 
book-keeping, but the fact remained that practically all the 
information in this case had been supplied by Dr. Connor 
himself to the Home Office from his own records. It had been 
urged that he had written ‘for surgery use ” on orders for 
drugs which were immediately sent to icular patients, 
thereby throwing Home Office officials off the scent len they 
i ted the chemists’ registers. But in fact the destinations 
of these drugs were recorded in Dr. Connor’s own books, and 
were exhibited by him to the police. It was an entise mis 
understanding if Dr. Crosse mterpreted Dr. Connor as havi 
said or meant that he gave these le drugs to get rid 
them; he repudiated that entirely. Coming to the cases 
detail, one of them was a woman who, although she consumed 
large amounts of morphine, was a business woman of energy 
vn ability, evidsut!y one of those to whom a certain amount 
of the drug was necessary if they were to Hive useful and 
relatively normal lives. In another case, that of the colonel, 
the patient suffered from a crushed: spine, and was occasionaily 
in great pain; the drug was sent to him in the interests of 
humanity.. In the case of another patient Dr. Connor had 
sweceeded in i the amount from something like 6 grains 
a day to I grain. ith regard to the convictions, the offences 
simply arose out of carelessness. It was — an oversight 
by which he neglected to put the address of the patient on the 
prescription. In the medical profession as well as in the 
profession of the law carelessness ef a certain kind might be 
serious negligence; here it was mere inadvertence, and the fine 
which Dr. Connor had had to pay—the sentence of imprison 
ment having been remitted on appeal—was the utmost penalty 
that could be inflicted. . 
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Dr. Connor, in evidence, admitted that the statement ‘‘ for 
surgery use” was, strictly speaking, not accurate. In the 
first imstance it was used because other drugs which were 
actually for surgery use were purchased on the same prescrip- 
tion. The drugs were sent direct to the patient, on his instruc- 
tions, by the chemist ; he had not wished to involve the chemist 
in any trouble ; he took full responsibility himself ; and although 
the phrase ‘‘ for surgery use’ was employed the records were 
duly made in his own books. The colonel was supplied with 
100 or 200 grains of morphine because he was going to the 
Riviera or some where he could not easily get supplies. 
Dr. Connor added that he had succeeded in curing four addicts 
in two years out of twelve under treatment. In cross- 
examination he was asked why one of his patients, on going 
into a nursing home, to which he himself had not sent her, 
was practically cured of the habit, and he replied that obviously 
in a patient under complete supervision in an institution cure 
was much more rapid and likely. He had examined his patients 
constantly, generally once a week, and he had also tried other 
preparations, such as paraldehyde, antifebrin, chloral, and 
aspirin, before reverting te morphine. 

Sir Travers Humphreys, in his closing said that the 
Regulations were based on the assumption that the medical 
man was to be trusted to use drugs with discretion. Dr. 
Connor must have realized perfectly well, when he wrote out 
orders for 50 grains for surgery use, that an inspection of the 
chemists’ registers would lead the authorities astray. He had 
said that his own books contained the necessary entries, 
although badly indexed and difficult to find. But what was the 
use of that? It was not the practice of the Home Office to go 
to reputable practitioners and ask to see their books. He was 
sending by post to a woman, a notorious addict, — at 
the time in Glasgow, supplies of the drug, and to the colonel he 
was sending as much as 200 grains at a time to be used at his 
discretion, although he was in a place where there were plenty of 
doctors available. In the other cases counsel submitted that there 
was little evidence of any serious attempt to cure the patients. 

After the Council had deliberated in camera for an hour and 
a quarter, the President announced its decision as follows : 

‘*Mr. Samuel Grahame Connor, I have to inform you that 
the Council have given careful and prolonged consideration to 
the three paragraphs of the charge brought against you. The 
first and second charges ave that under the circumstances set out 
you have prescri or supplied dangerous drugs otherwise 
than in the course of bona-fide medical practice; the Council 
have not found these charges proved to their satisfaction. 

‘The third charge is with regard to your convictions on 
three summonses under the Dangerous Drugs Act; these con- 
victions have been proved to the satisfaction of the Council. 
Having regard to the judgement in the Court of Appeal, they 
have decided not to proceed to direct the erasure of your name 
from the Medical Register in respect to these convictions, but 
to postpone judgement on the question for one year, expecting 
you in the interval to obtain evidence from persons of position 
in the profession and otherwise as to your character, conduct, 
and methods of medical practice during that time, and on the 
proper request from the Registrar to supply the names of such 
persons who are ready to testify. You will be required. to 
come before the Council this time next year, on a date which 
will be notified to you, and to satisfy the Council on the 
points I have mentioned. 

“This, I think, is the first case brought before the Council 
on a conviction under the Dangerous Drugs Act, but they 
have already issued a Warning Notice that not only con- 
victions but contraventions which have not been the subject 
of convictions may be dealt with by the Council as offences 
which render a registered medical practitioner liable to have 
his name erased. 

“TI will read to you the Warning Notice, which, I take it, 
you have already received, but which I desire to read in 
public for the information of the profession : 

“*The contravention by a registered medical practitioner 
of the provisions of the Dangerous Drugs Acts and the Regula- 
tions made thereon may be the subject of criminal proceedings, 
and any conviction a may be dealt with as 
such by the Council under powers ore them by Section 29 
of the Medical Act. But ’—and this is the important point— 
‘any contravention of the Acts or the Regulations involving an 
abuse of the privileges conferred thereunder upon registered 
medical practitioners, whether such contravention has been 
subject to criminal ceedings or not, will, if proved to the 
satisfaction of the Council, render a registered medical cti- 
eee liable to have his name erased from the Medical 

egister,’ 


“TI call your attention, Mr. Connor, to the terms of that 
Warning Notice, and although I know that upon the convictions 
which have been obtained you have already been punished, it 
is desirable that you should be put on probation for one year.”
